Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-42 are allowable over the prior art. 

2,1 The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art is exemplified by Kumar (US Patent No. 5949796) and 
WADAYAMA 'A Coded Modulation Scheme Based on Low Density Parity Check Codes' 

Kumar discloses data processing with error correction capability in Figs. 1-16 wherein 
data coding procedure comprising: encoding -e.g. Fig. 13 blocks 251, 253- plural serial bits and 
further processing said serial bits via modulation schemes -e.g. Fig. 16-, said modulation 
schemes comprising: constellation/mapping steps for data transfer -e.g. col. 2 line 35-47, col. 51 
lines 23-34 et seq., Fig. 13 block 251 for mapping/constellation, modulation state setting. 

WADAYAMA discloses a coded modulation system based on LDPC codes along with a 
modified sum/product algorithm version of the coded modulation system, in Fig. 1, comprising: 
LDPC encoder, signal point mapping, AWGN channel and a decoder. 
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However, these references do not teach or suggest the combination of claim elements 
described in Claims 1-42.
